Among the first communications to 
be received are the following: 

In accordance with the request for of- 
ficers of the Army to submit their views 
on the promotion situation that appeared 
in the Army and Navy Journal of Sept. 
8. 1928, I wish to state that I am in favor 


of the proposition as therein stated under 


Paragraphs A, B, C, D and E 
A revision of the promotion list is not 
material as a cure for the present and 


prospective promotion ills. The list, in my 
pinion, is in accordance with the law and 


should remain undisturbed 

In compliance with the suggestion handed 
down by the meeting of presidents and 
representatives of the arm and branch 
association of the Military Establishment 
held on Sept. 4, 1928, at the office of the 
Infantry Association, I am writing to 
urge the backing by the Quartermaster 


Association of the following non-controver- 
sial propositions adopted at that meeting: 
a. The principle of promotion after a 


stated number of year service in each 
grade 
b. The principle of advancement of offi- 


cers at the prescribed periods without rigid 
regard to the number that may result in 
the various grades. In the application of 
this principle it is recognized that as a re- 
sult of the “hump” in the promotion list 
there is a possibility that there may be at 
certain periods too many officers in the 
higher grades. It is believed, however, that 
this contingency is remote; that under the 
present mission of our permanent Military 
Establishment there is no necessity for ad- 
hering to a rigid distribution of officers of 
diminishing numbers in the higher grades 
in any such proportion as at present, and 
that it is possible for the War Department 
by administrative action to assign officers 
to duties appropriate to the numbers in 
the grades which will result from the 
application of this principle. 

c. Encouragement of the reduction of the 
“hump,” by the following measures: 

(1) Lieutenant colonels of 26 years’ serv- 
ice should, if retired, retired with the 
rank of colonel. 

(2) Officers originally appointed July 1, 
1920, or prior to that date, should be per- 
mitted to retire upon their own applica-

TMMuHAT the signing of anti-war pacts in

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Revised Service Estimates Due Today 


ITH budget estimates of all Gov- 
ernmental Depariments for 1930 be- 
ing reduced to meet the threatened bud- 
get deficit of $94,000,000, little reduction 
is looked for in the estimates of the War 
and Navy Departmerts, which have al- 
ready been cut down &« essential require- 
ments of the Services. While'the threat- 
ened deficit is reported officially as less 
serious than seemed at the submission 
of first estimates early in the summer 
as a result of widesprezd reductions from 
the preliminary figures, Departmental of- 
ficials have expressed the belief that 
further reductions, if made, will be few 
and of small amounts 
Revised estimates of the Army and 
Navy are due today at the Budget Bu- 
reau. No increase in tctal Army strength 
is included for 1930, as the budget esti- 
mates which will go ic Congress are said 
to be based on extending the Air Corps

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iricrement of 1,243 enlisted men from 
existing Army units. The Navy enlisted 
strength is expected tc be maintained at 
the present figure, with no increase of 
consequence in additional personnel for 
the new Navy ships. 

According to present indications, the 
air procurement programs of both the 
Army and Navy wili come up for con- 


siderable discussion at Congressional 
hearings. Both programs are at preés- 
ent seriously handicapped by lack of 


sufficient incoming personnel. 

While it is rumored that the blue dress 
uniform project for Army officers and 
enlisted men may not be included in 
estimates of essential items, provision 
for the ‘new uniforms may be made in 
supplementary estimates submitted to- 
day, and the project is expected to re- 
Ceive consideration at hearings which 
will be held. 











Navy Pay Account : 
System Is Explained

FroLLowING the demobilization period 

of the World War, an analysis of the 
differences outstanding in the accounts 
of disbursing officers showed there was a 
pressing need for the standardization of 
disbursing procedure and a central point 
for the early dissemination to disbursing 
officers of information regarding the en- 
actment of new legislation, amendment 
of existing legislation ahd regulations, 
decisions of the Comptroller General, and 
changes in policy on the part of the Navy 

Department and the General Accounting 
Office in so far as they affected payments 
ordinarily made by disbursing officers 
in the field. 

Accordingly, in September, 1921, the 
Administrative Examination Division of 
the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
was organized for the purpose of exam- 
ining the returns of disbursing officers 
prior to transmittal to the General Ac- 
counting Office for final audit. It was 
considered that through this means the 
bureau could more readily ascertain the 
vulnerable points of the then existing 
disbursing procedure, determine the most 
common errors, together with their 
causes, and issue remedial instructions 
to insure uniformity of all matters of 
detail pertaining to the system of dis- 
bursing. 

Division Demonstrates Worth. 

This division has now been in opera- 
tion for approximately seven years and 
has demonstrated without question its 
practicability and usefulness. The value 
of this division is clearly reflected in the 
standardization of procedure and uni- 
formity of methods employed by disburse 
ing officers in the rendition of their ac- 
counts and by the material reduction 
in outstanding differences. 

Prior to the organization of the Ad- 
ministrative Examination Division, a dis- 
bursing officer who made an erroneous 
or illegal payment nad no knowledge 
thereof until several months subsequent 
to date of payment and in many cases 
had continued to make such payments 
without knowing that they were er- 
roneous or illegal. Under the present 
routine of the Administrative Examina- 
tion Division, a disbursing officer is ad- 
vised within a few weeks after rendition 
of his fiscal returns of the errors found 
therein, thereby enabling him to take 
steps to avoid loss to himself or to the 
Government. The Administrative Exam- 
ination Division takes cognizance of un- 
derpayments as well as overps ‘ments to 
Navy personnel and has thereby served 
to increase their confidence in the cor- 
rectness of payments made to them. It 
has materially reduced the number of 
claims for arrears in pay ordinarily sub- 
mitted to the General Accounting Offics 
for settlement. 

Helps Disbursing Officers. 

After the account is finally audited by 
the General Accounting Office, a state- 
ment of differences is issued to the dis 
bursing officers showing the discrepan- 
cies found therein. Copies of these state- 
ments are received in the bureau and are 
carefully reviewed to determine whether 
any erroneous payments appear thereon 
which would make necessary a change in 
or amplification of existing instguctions, 
Wherever necessary, in complex or in- 
volved cases, the bureau renders assist~ 
ance to the disbursing officer in remoy- 
ing differences raised by the General Ac- 
counting Office. 

_ The Administrative Examination Divi- 
sion follows at all times the progress of 
the work of disbursing officers in recon- 
ciling their accounts.

only be regarded by thoughtful Englishmen as an absurdity.” 


YHE Dubuque Telegraph-Herald (Independent Democratic) asserts:

with the United States in the signing of the Kellogg renunciation of war treaty 
would be secretly plotting a naval combine dangerous to the United States. * * * 
The understanding is reported to be that the two navies will work together in the 
Pacific, and from China to the Red Sea, and also in the Atlantic. * * * Such an agree- 
ment, if it exists, is one of great importance. It would set England and France up 
as self-appointed police of the world. It would certainly throw fear into any nation 
that does not enjoy their friendship and restrain it from taking any action against 
the interest of some other nation that they might not approve.”

France was a cornerstone of British foreign policy before the war, and it has 
been since. There is reason to believe that Germany would not have rushed into the 
World War had she realized how far this policy would be pursued. If it now means 
some restraint upon Italian ambitions in the Mediterranean, that will be a gain for 
European tranquility. Mussolini’s sabre-rattling has had reactions in the Bankans 
as the present disturbances in Jugo-Slavia reveal, which make the weight France 


and Great Britain can throw into the scale of the utmost consequence.” 





Q. M. C. Plans Relief Exhibit 
By LT. COL. JOHN S. CHAMBERS, 
Chairman, Subcommittee on Exhibits, 
Army Relief Carnival. 

HE ARMY RELIEF CARNIVAL 

opens this year at Washington Bar- 
racks on Oct. 4-6, with exhibits from 
all Branches of the Army included in 
the carnival attractions. One of the 
largest of these will be the exhibit of 


the Quartermaster Corps, in which every 
phase of Army history from the days of 
Valley Forge to the present time, and 
developments in supplies, equipment and 
transportation will be shown. All the 
exhibits to be presented at the Carnival 
are intended to acquaint the general 
public with Army activities and Army 
life, past and present. 
Beer and Skittles. 

“What do our men eat?” will be an- 
swered by exhibits of various Army ra- 
tions, from the Valley Forge winter allot- 
ment, when the ration consisted principally 
of a quart bottle of spruce beer and a few 
potatoes baked in an open fire and served 
on pieces of bark, up to the present ration, 
running the entire category from “soup 
to nuts.” Visitors will be warned not to 
be deceived by phoney steaks, wax potatoes 
and imitation cheese. The cheese is so 
natural that one of the young ladies in 
the 0. Q. M. G., on coming to work one 
morning, found that during the night a 
rat or mouse had visited her desk and 
eaten up the wax model of the cheese 
which she had been making for the Q. M. 
Cc. exhibit. 

Hand-painted pictures, valued at $100 
each, will accompany the rations, showing 
how soldiers of the period were dressed. 
In connection with the exhibit of last 
year, there has been told a new President 
Coolidge story. During his inspection of 
the exhibit, The Commander-in-Chief was 
informed that the use of liquor as part 
ef the ration had been out of vogur for a 
number of years. The President's atten- 
tion was called to the sample ration which 
he had recently prescribed by his order, 
in which a large pile of onions were dis- 
played. “Well,” remarked the Commander- 
in-Chief, “there may not be any liquor 
there, but there are certainly enough 
onions to make the breath smell.” 

Size 18EE Shoes. 

Every type of uniform worn by the 
Army will be shown at the Carnival, in- 
eluding officers and enlisted men’s uni- 
forms, the largest and smallest pairs of 
breeches made for the Army, and the larg- 
est and smallest pairs of shoes, from 5A 
to 18EE. One of the famous buffalo over- 
coats will be on view. In the pioneer days 
when Army posts were merely frontier 
stockades, and great buffalo herds grazed 
over the Western plains, it was no trick 
to provide the Army with winter over- 
coats. The sharpshooters merely went out, 
killed a few buffaloes, and made the skins 
into overcoats. The coat on exhibition is 
valuable, and if sold would bring enough 
money to more than completely uniform 
an enlisted man during his entire enlist- 
ment period. 

Miniature models of tents, and the most 
complete collection of Army medals and 
decorations, will form a part of the Q. M. 
©. collections. Complete manufacturing 
Processes, from raw material to finished 
Service article, will be set up to instruct 











the visiting Army men and the public in 
the history of many Army articles. 

Unique drum-heads which World War 
organizations carried on the drums of their 
organizational bands, will be shown in a 
collection made when World War units 
were disbanded, as well as other musical 
instruments. Among the most interesting 
groups of musical instruments is a com- 
plete set of captured German band instru- 
ments. Whether “The Watch on _ the 
Rhine” and “Ach der Lieber Augustine” 
will be played on them is as yet undecided. 

The Remount Service will show in their 
exhibit a typical remount stallion, a brood 
mare and foal, and yearling colt, a two- 
year-old colt, the type of mount known as 
an “officer's charger,” and last, perhaps 
the most interesting of all, the famous 
White House carriage horse, old Belle, 
brought from retirement at Front Royal 
Remount Depot. The famous stallion Dan 
IV, valued at $25,000, who has won every 
great steeplechase in this country, and has 
been donated by Mrs. George Sloan to the 
Remount Service, will be on exhibition. 

Covered Wagon Days 

From this Transportation Service of the 
Quartermaster Corps will be displayed a 
Philippine carabao ar.d cart, the type of 
transportation used by the Army in the 
early days in the Philippines, and still 
used occasionally in rainy seasons or on 
bad roads which wagons and other vehicles 
cannot traverse. The interesting exhibit 
of motor vehicles will include representa- 
tive types running from motorcycles to 
t' > Packard truck, which is known as the 
Standardized “B” truck; Mack, 3%4-ton 
truck; F. W. D., 3-ton truck; Mack, 5%- 
ton truck; trailers, medium and heavy 
cargo trucks, etc. Vehicles issued by the 
Q. M. C. but used by other Branches in 
Army service will be shown by those 
tranches. A captured German truck will 
be shown, as well as the automobile used 
by Gen. John J. Pershing as Commander- 
in-Chief of the A. E. F. in France. A dog 
sled, such as is used by troops in Alaska, 
pictures and models of animal, rail, water, 
and motor transportation equipment and 
the famous White House carriages, whose 
rescue from the salvage dump has been 
acclaimed by the public and press of the 
country, will be on view. This is the first 
time the White House carriages have been 
placed on exhibition. 

The Army's oldest covered wagon will 
also be displayed to Carnival visitors. So 
far as is known this is the only wagon 
remaining from the Civil War. This wagon 
served throughout the Civil War with 
Gen. Phil Sheridan's Division, and is the 
only one of its kind in existence. Of equal 
interest is the old Civil War ambulance to 
be shown by its side. which was the field 
office used by Gen. Geo. H. Thomas 
throughout the Civil War, and is also the 
only one of its kind in existence. These 
vehicles have remained in storage in one 
of the Army's warehouses, covered with 
dust and cobwebs, and their existence has 
been forgotten for many years, until they 
were recently brought from storage. 

Housing Plans Shown.

prepared a wonderful display of pictures in 
color and hand paintings, showing the 
progress of construction in the Army from 
the ancient buildings of early days up to 
the modern, fireproof barracks of today.

If the accord contained nothing more than Sir Austen 
Chamberlain’s associates intimated—an agreement that the two nations would re- 


duce their navies by classes instead of total tonnage—it was harmless.

When the Congress is in session, 
the Claims and Allowances Division fol- 
lows the legislative matters under con- 
sideration which affect pay and allow- 
ances of Navy personnel and disbursing 
procedure in general.

The Claims and Aiiowances Division 
handles claims for arrears of pay and al- 
lowances submitted i Navy personnel and 
civilian personnel of the Naval establish- 
ment. These claims are carefully scrutin- 
ized and in the event that payments are 
considere - proper, the division quotes de- 
cisions, regulations and precedents and re- 
turns the claim to the proper disbursing 
officer for settlement. In case the claim is 
in reality a doubtful one, an investigation 
is made of the facts and circumstances and 
the claim, together with the administrative 
report and recommendation of the bureau, 
is referred to the Geneval Accounting Office 
for direct settlement. In order to reduce 
the time which ordinarily elapsed between 
the settlement and payment of a claim by 
the Treasury Department, claims submitted 
in connection with Navy obligations and set- 
tled by the General Accounting Office are 
now for warded to the Navy Disbursing Of- 
fice > for payment. 

The Claims and Allowances Division also 
advises disbursing officers regarding proper 
routing to be used in determining travel al- 
lowances payable to enlisted men on dis- 
charge or extension of enlistment.

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Army Notes 
West Point (Special).—The 1920 edi- 
tion of the Official Register of the U. S. 
M. A., with a special supplement of 
information relative to appointment and 
admission of Cadets to the Academy, 
has just been issued. 


The Secretary of War has approved 
the diversion of the Army Transport St. 
Mihiel on its regular trip from New 
York on November 28, 1928, to Galves- 
ton, Texas, for the purpose of transport- 
ing approximately 900 recruits enlisted 
from the First, Second and Third Corps 
Areas for duty in the Eighth Corps 
Area. 

The schedule of the St. Mihiel on this trip 
will be approximately as follows: Leave 
New York Nov. 28, arrive at Galveston Dec. 
4; leave Galveston Dec. 5, arrive at Panama 
Dec. 10. The transport on its return will 
follow the usual course via San Juan, Porto 
Rico. 


In order to insure adequate storage 
facilities for explosives and ammunition 
at Fort Lincoln, North Dakota, and Fort 
Des Moines, Iowa, the Secretary of War 
has approved the recommendation of the 
Commanding General, Seventh Corps 
Area, for the construction of an addi- 
tional magazine building at each of 
these posts. The magazines will be of 
permanent brick construction to cost 
about $1,770 each. 

Maj. Gen. E. Jadwin, Chief of Engi- 
neers, has, during the past three weeks, 
made a general river and harbor inspec- 
tion of the principal harbors from San 
Francisco, Calif., to Portland, Oreg., in- 


cluding Willapa, Grays and Olympia 
Harbors, Washington.

Pay Instructions Changed 
HE following is an advance notice of 
changes in the pay bill instructions 
which were made public in the Navy 
Department this week: 

Page G3.—Paragraph 1: Add a new sub- 
paragraph as follows: (f) Commissioned 
officers and warrant officers of the Naval 
Reserve when on active duty or training 
duty with pay are entitled to the additional 
pay for submarine duty authorized in Sec- 
tion I of the pay bill instructions. 

Page G4.—Paragraph 3 (b): Strike out 
and substitute the following: (b) The per- 
manent and transient additions to pay of 
enlisted men of the Navy set forth in Para- 
graphs 3 (d) and 4, of Section B, of the 
pay bill instructions, apply equally to en- 
listed men of the Naval Reserve when on 
active duty or training duty. 

Page H2.—Paragraph 1 (m): Strike out 
and substitute the following: (m) Section 
17 as amended by the Act of May 26, 1928, 
provides that the pay of retired officers and 
warrant officers shall include increases for 
all active duty performed since retirement 
in the computation of their longevity pay 
and pay periods. Under this provision all 
retired officers and retired warrant officers, 
whether retired prior or sibsequent to May 
26, 1928, are entitled to count all active 
service since retirement both in the com- 
putation of longevity and in the determina- 
tion of pay periods for purposes of retired 
pay. However, any increased retired pay 
by virtue of this provision is not effective 
prior to May 26, 1928. 

Page H2.—Paragraph 1 (n): Strike out 
and substitute the following: (n) Section 
17 provides that “active duty performed 
after June 30, 1922, by an officer on the 
retired list * * * shall not entitle such of- 
ficer to promotion.” No retired officer may 
be advanced to any higher rank on account 
of active duty performed subsequent to 
June 30, 1922.

i7/HILE THE HARBOR defense system of the United States is in a satisfactory 
condition, the Coast Artillery is seriously handicapped by lack of personnel. 
This, in brief, was the conclusion of General Hero presented last winter to the 
Army sub-Appropriations Committee of the House, whose testimony we happened 
to reread the other day. We are led now to repeat the view of General Hero be- 
cause of the prospect that Congress will include the additional increment of men 
for the Air Corps under the five-year program in the limiting figure of 118,750 
men. The Coast Artillery Corps lost 76 men assigned to the first Air Corps incre- 
ment, apparently a small number, but when it is considered that there are but eight 
places in the United States where fairly reasonable garrisons can be maintained, 
our personnel inadequacy is obvious. All the other points, where guns and equip- 
ment have been established at large cost to the people, it is possible to provide 
only caretakers. Naturally, these caretakers cannot foresee everything, so that 
when a National Guard or a Reserve Officers’ Training Corps unit begins to shoot 
the guns something happens which under normal conditions would not occur. There 
is close cooperation between the Coast Artillery and the Air Corps—both are es- 
sential for coast defense. But in robbing Peter to pay Paul, the President and 
Congress have not only weakened the effectiveness of the land armament but are 
imperilling its efficiency, and in consequence paving the way for waste of the 
people’s money. What is true of the Coast Artillery is true of other branches of 
the Service. We hope that when the Appropriations Subcommittee investigates the 
matter at its meetings in November, the facts will be brought out once more, and 
Mv. Barbour and his associates will grant an increase rather than a decrease in 
the Army personnel. 


HE BRITISH ARMY is suffering also from the hysteria of war outlawry. The 
Journal of the United Service of the Institution of India —an_ excellent 
technical magazine by the way—holds that the British land force has been reduced 
to limits which transcend the margins of safety. The Journal points out that the 
desire for world peace and the reduction of expenditure on armaments generally is 
as strong in Great Britain as in any country in the world but “very safe guarantees 
of reciprocity would be required before she could proceed much further in dis- 
armanient than she has done already.” What these guarantees should be it is im- 
possible to imagine, for the fact is that in spite of active pacifistic propaganda, 
war is ever in the offing. Since the “war to end war,” there have been various con- 
flagrations in the Balkans, revolutions in China and Bulgaria, revolts in Brazil.and 
Georgia, hostilities in Morocco and Syria, and we have had our own little trouble 
in Nicaragua. The truth is that each nation must take into consideration its own 
interests. In the case of Great Britain, there is the responsibility of defense of 
the far-flung Empire, and the necessity of guarding the long lines of communica- 
tions. In the case of the United States, there are our rich heme interests, our vast 
trade, the Panama Canal and our possessions. 


‘THE PRESENT BRITISH MINISTRY is in political difficulties because of its 
effort to establish a reciprocal guarantee—we refer to the Anglo-French naval 
agreement. Still clouded in secrecy, that agreement has become the subject of grave 
international suspicion. Obviously, the United States Government regards it as in 
part directed against American interests, since Secretary Kellogg deliberately re- 
frained from visiting England while abroad. He went to France where he signed 
the treaty against war, passed by England on his way to Ireland, and returnéd 
direct to France to board the Leviathan upon which he came home. This was a 
slap in the face of the London Government, which its keen politicians realize. The 
English newspapers declared that because the agreement was unsatisfactory to the 
United States it would be thrown into the discard. Their Government promptly 
denied the report. ‘The whole business seems unfortunate to us. It smacks too 
much of the Anglo-French entente for which King Edward was responsible and 
from which Germany suffered. With such a warning, the United States should not 
fail to take measures to bring our Fleet up to the 5-5-3 ratio fixed by the Wash- 
ington Treaties. 
'TT'HE USUAL EFFORT is being made by the advocates 
to prevent the transfer of the Leviathan and the other Atlantic passenger ships 
to private hands, as contemplated by the wise policy of Chairman O’Connor and 
his associates on the United States Shipping Board. The policy of the Board is 
justified by commercial and economic reasons, and now it is supported legally by a 
decision of the Federal courts. Recently, Federal Judge Clark stated that he ques- 
tioned “whether in a government of enumerated powers like the United States we 
can find any power, either in the war power, the commerce clause or the general 
welfare clause, or by implication from any of them, which authorizes the shipping 
business.” It would be interesting to have the matter determined by the United 
States Supreme Court, and if an injunction should be applied for against the sale 
of the United States Lines we hope it will be carried to the final deciding body. In 
any event, Mr. O’Connor and his colleagues are acting soundly and are faithfully 
carrying out the provisions of the Jones Act. 
THE PROGRESS OF EVENTS in Mexico, where the Army is cooperating with 
President Calles to put an end to military control of the Government, is being 
watched with careful attention by the service authorities. Here in the United 
States, if any one suggested that the Army interfere in the administration of 
public affairs, he would be rightly regarded as a fit candidate for St. Elizabeth's, 
and our -patriotic forces would be the first to demand his incarceration. But, of 
course, conditions in Mexico are different due to the character of the population 
and the troublesome times it has experienced. President Calles is anxious to re- 
duce the Mexican Army, and he has announced plans to this end. We doubt, how- 
ever, that he will, be successful. The Army Chiefs are inspired by personal am- 
bitions; they fear each other, and a loss of strength in their respective commands 
has no appeal for them. -Mexico will have to be further along in self-government 
before its army can achieve that subordinate place which it naturally occupies in 
America and rm is so eens to our Service. ‘ :

Plan Reserve Training 

Ft. McPherson, Ga. (Special).—A 
progressive program for next year’s 
active training for the Reserve Officers 
in the 4th Corps Area is being drawn 
up under the direction of Maj. Gen. R. 
P. Davis, U. S. A., Commanding the 4th 
Corps Area. It is expected that the 
plans will be thoroughly coordinated with 
the system of district schools, of which 
29 are to be in operation throughout the 
Corps Area on October 1. General Davis 
is taking personal interest in the 
progress of the Reserve in his Corps 
Area, and under his direction a record 
has been made during the past year. 

One of the objectives of officers in the 
Corps Area was to build up interest in the 
Reserve movement and also appreciation in 
the C. M. T. C. project. As a result within 
21 days after the program for the C. M. 
T. C. trainees began one State had filled 
its quota. Within the month the second 
was added to the list and many weeks be- 
fore the beginning of the camp the quota 
had been oversubscribed. Similar results 
were obtained in connection with Reserve 
officers in so far as the inactive training 
and interest in the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
clation are concerned. 

In some cases, all members of the reg- 
iments are members of the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Association, and in many of the 
units the percentage taking some form of 
inactive training has been increased 300 
or 400 per cent. 

The active training at the various camps 
this summer of the Reserve officers of the 


R. O. T. C. and the C. M. T. C. have been 
most satisfactory. Fundamentals have 
been stressed with a view to grounding 


Reserve officers thoroughly in those things 
which they will need when called upon to 
take over raw levees. 





STATE HOSPITAL PRIVILEGES. 

Hospitalization privileges of Emer- 
gency Officers who have been placed upon 
separate Emergency Officers’ retired lists 
are stated in the U. S. Veterans’ Bureau 
Regulations, Chapter IX, Section 9121, 
recently issued, as follows: 

“Section 9121: All persons 
served as officers of the Army, 


who have 
Navy, or 


Marine Corps of the U. S. during the 
World War, other than as officers of the 
Regular Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, 


who incurred physical disability in line of 
duty, resulting directly from such war 
service, and who have been placed upon 
separate Emergency Officers’ retired lists, 
will be entitled to all hospitalization privi- 
leges and medical treatment as are at 
present or may hereafter be authorized 
by the U. S. Veterans’ Bureau, including 
hospitalization under Section 202 (10) of 
the World War Veterans’ Act, 1924, as 
amended (Vv. B. Regulation No. 196, ef- 
fective May 24, 1928.)"

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Navy Needs Air Students 


CALLING attention to the urgent need 

“ of additional officers and enlisted 
men to take the training at Pensacola, 
Rear Adm. R. H. Leigh, U. S. N., Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, in a letter 
made public this week, stated that “ap- 
plicants from officers for this training 
now in the Bureau are sufficient to pro- 
vide only for the classes scheduled to 
report in the near future and applicants 
from enlisted men are barely sufficient 
to meet the requirements and have de- 
creased materially in the last few 
months.” 

The letter further states: 

The Bureau believes there are many 
junior officers fully qualified for this irain- 
ing who have noi applied and quotes the 
following figures: 

Class of 1925 remaining in line of Navy, 
340: ordered to Pensacola for training, 42: 
applicants awaiting orders, 5. ‘Total or- 
dered or awaiting orders to Pensaloca, 
47. Per cent, 14. 

The records of the last annual physical 
examination indicate there are a num- 
ber more who were found qualified for this 
training and a large number who though 
no defects were found on the annual phy- 
sical examination, did not report for an 
examination as to their qualifications for 
aviation training as was specifically di- 
rected in reference (a). This failure to 
report for further physical examination un- 
der the terms of reference (a) exists in 
the ease of many other officers. 

The class of 1926 was the first 
te receive preliminary training at Hamp- 
ton Roads or San Diego during the sum- 
mer following graduation at the Naval 
Academy. or during the following year. 
Here again are many junior officers fully 
qualified for this training who have not 
applied for it.

The remaining applicants from this class, 
23 of the total of 96, are from those who, 
originally not recommended for further 
training or who did not at time indicate 
a wish for it, have applied and been ae- 
cepted. While a few of the applicants from 
this class have since been rejected physi- 
eally the loss has not been enough to 
affect materially the condiiiens shown 
above. 

In reference (b) the Bureau 
that commanding officers require members 
of the class of 1925 who come under the 
terms of reference (a) to complete the ex- 
aminations there prescribed without delay 
and to expedite the forwarding of the re- 
ports of these examinations. The Bureau 
desires further that all ofiicers in addi- 
tion to those specifically mentioned in ref- 
(b)- complete the examinations to 
their qualifications for fiight 
training without delay, precedence being 
given to members of the junior classes. 
Commanding officers will also require the 
prompt forwarding of the reports of the 
medical officers conducting tie examina- 
tions. 

In the case of enlisted men the perecent- 
age of volunteers who fail to pass the 
requisite physical examination or are tem- 
peramentally not adapted for aviation 
training is abnormally high. Likewise the 
percentage of those who fail to pass the pre- 
liminary practical test for assignment to 
Pensacola is high and of those who reached 
Pensacola only from 10 to 20 per cent 
complete the course successfully. Approxi- 
mately one man out of each 100 who ap- 
plies becomes an aviation pilot. It is obvi- 
ous that commanding officers must search 
out suitable material from among the en- 
listed men under their command and sec- 
ondly that applications from these men 
must be encouraged, even at some cost to 
other naval activities, if the present un- 
satisfactory conditions are to be remedied. 

In the absence of greater service re- 
sponse to the service needs for additional 
officers and men for training at Pensacola, 
it will be impossible to supply the operat- 
ing forces with the urgently needed, quali- 
fied officers and men for flying duty. The 
Bureau desires that every effort be made 
by commanding officers to bring the exist- 
ing and prospective shortage to the at- 
tention of all officers and men, with the 
view of obtaining further applicants from 
among those qualified for training at Pen- 
sacola.

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Report on Equestrian Team 


N the “ficial report on the participa- 
tion ot the Army Equestrian Team 
in the Olympic games in Holland during 
August, prepared by Maj. Sloan Doak, 
Cav., U. S. A., team captain, the follow- 
ing interesting account of the team’s 
elimination has been taken from the re- 
port: 

“After close observation of the condition 
of the horses; the record of their daily per- 
formances, and bearing in mind the experi- 
ences of 1920 and 1924, the following team 
for the Equestrian Championship was se- 
lected and as required, was submitted 40 
hours before the competition: 

“1—-Misty Morn, ridden by Maj. Doak. 
*—Benny Grimes, ridden by Maj. Cham 
bertain. %3--Verdun Belle, ridden by Capt. 
Carr. Reserve—Ozella, ridden by Maj. 
Ceorge 

“The reserve horse and rider could re- 
place any other horse or rider up to one 
hour before the beginning of the competi- 
tion. Contestants were shown over the 
steeplechase and cross-country course after 
the designation of the team and reserve. 
Ozella, who was considered the surest entry, 
was placed in reserve especially so that 
after our looking over the course, she could 
replace what was thought to be the weakest 
horse of the other three. * * * 

“After being shown over the course it 
was decided to replace Benny Grimes by 
Ozella, as he was considered the weakest 
horse of the four originally nominated. 

“It in the schooling phase our team was 
placed tenth, we had not expected to stand 
high in this phase because of the fact 
that our horses had been in training for 
such a short time. In the endurance phase 
our team finished first, placing us in second 
mace-for the first two days, until we were 
eliminated as a team by the judges’ deci- 
sion to eliminate Ozella because of failure 
to take one obstacle on the cross-country 
course 

“At the end of the endurance phase, after 
being notified officially that Ozella had been 
eliminated, Capt. Carr and I went back to 
the obstacle in question and checked care- 
fully the markers indicating the course pre- 
ceding the obstacle. The obstacle itself was 
a two-bar post and rail fence in a depres- 
sion about 75 yards beyond a right angle 
turn. We found that the marking was suffi. 
ciently faulty at the turn to justify a claim 
for reinstatement. 

“It was also found, upon investigation of 
the official records, that eight riders had 
gone off the course at this point, six of 
whom regained the course without elimina- 
tion, the other two being eliminated. The 
data obtained was submitted with the claim 
to the Jury of Appeals. Before this claim 
was submitted, the Secretary of the Dutch 
Olympic Equestrian Committee stated that 
he considered our claim a just one, and that 
he thought undoubtedly the claim would be 
sllowed. However, after much discussion 
by the Jury of Appeals, the claim was 
disallowed.

Bes. GEN. GEORGE ANDREWS, U. S$. A., 
ret., died at his home, the Cordova 
Apartment, Washington, D. C., Sept. 10, 
1928. He was appointed The Adjutant 
General of the Army Aug. 5, 1912, relin- 
quishing that office on Aug. 26, 1914, when 
he was placed on the retired list on account 
of the age limit. He was born in Rhode 
Island, Aug. 26, 1850, and was the son of the 
late Brig. Gen. George L. Andrews, U.S. A., 
ret. He was a graduate of the U. S. M..A., 
class of 1876, when he was promoted in 
the Army second lieutenant, 25th Infantry. 
He remained with that organization until 
appointed major and A. A. G. Feb. 26, 1898. 
He was promoted lieutenant colonel in 1901, 
and colonel in 1903. General Andrews dur- 
ing his early service was on frontier duty 
and in the field in Texas and Dakota during 
the Indian troubles from Oct. 6, 1876, to 
Jan. 27, 1881. 

His widow and two daughters, Mrs. 
‘Abram Claude and Miss Katherine T. 
Andrews, survive him. 

Funeral services for Gen. Andrews were 
held at his late residence, the Cordova 
Apartments, at 2:30 p. m., Sept. 11, Chap- 
lain Albert F. Vaughan officiating. In- 
terment was in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery, the cortege being met at the Fort 
Myer Gate with full military escort. The 
following officers served as honorary pall- 
bearers: Maj. Gen. Lutz Wahl, Maj. Gen. 
H. P. McCain, Ret., Brig. Gen. Eben Swift, 
Ret., Brig. Gen. William A. Mann, Ret., Col. 
Edwin P. Pendleton, Ret., Col. David S. 
Stanley, Ret., and Maj. George P. 
Ahern, Ret. 

Gen. Andrews was a Companion in the 
Order of Indian Wars of the United States. 


Col. Herman Hall, U. S. A., ret., died at 
Sierra Madre, Calif., Sept. 6, 1928. He was 
born in Carthage, Ill., June 6, 1864, and was 
appointed tc the Military Academy from 
Missouri on July 1, 1883. 

Colonel Hall, who was detailed as Chief 
of the Philippine Constabulary on Jan. 20, 
1915, with the rank of brigadier general, 
was a graduate of the U. S. M. A., class of 
1887, when he was assigned to the 4th 
Infantry. His first tour of duty in the 
Philippines began in January, 1899, and 
he remained there three years. His second 
tour to the Philinpines was in 1905, and he 
was detailed to the Philippine Constabulary. 
He became inspector and colonel of that 
force in 1907, and was relieved in 1910. 
Colonel Hall was appointed aid to Governor 


General Francis Burton Harrison in ‘ue fall 
of 1913, and succeeded Maj. William _C. 
Rivers, Cav. (now Maj. Gen. Rivers, The 
I. G., U. 8. A.), as Assistant Chief of the 
“~onstabulary, with the rank of colonel on 
Tan. 1, 1914, and was appointed Chief of 
the Constabulary Apr. 1, 1915.

These firms, 
however, are constantly opening new re- 
tail outlets and the growth in total sales 
reflects the increase in the number of 
stores operated as well as changes in the 
volume of business
